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Six arrested for 'trespass’ 
protest at vivisectors house 


Auckland vivisectors 
resting at home after a 
hard day torturing animals 
have had their weekends 
spoiled by protesters. 
Twice in recent months, 
prominent vivisectors 
have had early morning 
protests outside their 
houses. 

In September, pig tor¬ 
turer Ian LeGrice was 
woken at 8am by 10 ac¬ 
tivists shouting at him 
from his front lawn. They 
continued chanting and 
shouting for about half an 
hour until police arrived. 
They then visited the 


homes of three other vivi¬ 
sectors that morning, in¬ 
cluding a Mr Faull, who 
was so upset he organ¬ 
ised a petition of his 
neighbours asking the 
protesters not to visit 
again. Bad luck Mr Faull, 
we will only stop when 
you stop torturing ani¬ 
mals. 

In October the second 
visiting session went 
quite differently. Vivisec- 
tor Peter Gluckman, of 78 
Lucerne Road, Remuera, 
wasn't home when about 
ten protesters arrived at 
8am on a Sunday morn¬ 


ing, but some private se¬ 
curity guards showed up 
and asked protesters to 
leave the property, which 
they did. But on the way 
home two carloads of pro¬ 
testers were stopped by 
cops and arrested for sup¬ 
posedly trespassing. 

Five people were 
charged with trespass 
and one was released as 
she was too young to be 
charged. Several were 
strip-searched at the po¬ 
lice station and were also 
held in cells for several 
hours at the courtroom 
the next day. 


Four arrests as office 
invaded on Daffodil day 


The first ever civil diso¬ 
bedience direct action for 
animal rights in this coun¬ 
try took place on Daffodil 
Day, August 25th. Four 
members of Auckland 
Animal Action ran into 
the office of Bruce 
Baguley, vivisector at the 
Cancer Societys lab at 
Auckland School of Medi¬ 
cine, and barricaded the 


doors with furniture and 
chained themselves to 
the desks. After a while 
police broke into the of¬ 
fice and Baguley asked 
the protesters to leave, 
they refused and then 
told him what they thought 
of his disgusting occupa¬ 
tion. They were then 
dragged out and arrested 
by police. All four have 


been charged with tres¬ 
pass and will defend 
themselves in court on 
January 16th. Civil diso¬ 
bedience is a tactic 
widely used by US ani¬ 
mal rights activists and in 
the US they have found 
that all forms of animal 
rights activism increases 
in areas where civil diso¬ 
bedience is used. 



A lot has happened 
since the last issue of 
Animal Info. At the begin¬ 
ning of August the govem- 
ment called off the 
planned killing of hun¬ 
dreds of wild horses in the 
Kaimanawa region. Huge 
opposition from the pub¬ 
lic just weeks before an 
election combined with 
the likelyhood of militant 
protest action from Maori 
radical groups and animal 
libbers were the main rea¬ 
sons for the change in 
policy. The horses are 
still not safe and we need 
to continue to build oppo¬ 
sition to any attack on 
these wild animals. Sell¬ 
ing off the horses is not 
acceptable. Wild horses 
belong in the wild and any 
compromise means 
death for the horses. 

New tactics in Auck¬ 
land over the last few 
months and have led to a 
lot of success for protest¬ 
ers. Liberate! magazine 
has a lot of info on the 
Auckland animal lib 
scene and is well worth a 
read. 

Please try and get to 
the conference in Wel¬ 
lington next February as 
it will be a great chance 
to meet activists from all 
over the country and plan 
events and strategies for 
the next year.

Daffodil 

Day 

reports 

As well as arrests in 
Auckland, protests took 
place in Christchurch and 
Wellington. 

The Christchurch 
Anti-Vivisection Cam¬ 
paign organised leafieting 
sessions in the city on 
Daffodil Day and also held 
a protest the day before 
in which they compared 
the information put out by 
both sides of the vivisec¬ 
tion argument. A roll of 
paper 150 ft long contain¬ 
ing lists of scientific evi¬ 
dence against vivisection 
was unrolled and com¬ 
pared to a crappy pro vivi¬ 
section leaflet put out by 
the Cancer Society. 

In Wellington activists 
held info stalls all week 
and on Friday handed out 
vegan burgers and infor¬ 
mation on how a vegan 
diet is healthier than the 
cancer causing sausage 
sizzles that were being 
used to promote Daffodil 
Day. 

Last but definitely not 
least, we are aware of 
ALF attacks on Cancer 
Society property in Wel¬ 
lington, Auckland, 
Christchurch and possi¬ 
bly other centers. Most 
consisted of slogans be- 
ng painted and red paint 
thrown onto buildings and 
signs. 


McLibel Trial Update 



McDonald's 

protests 


The McLibel trial in 
the UK between 
McDeath's and two 
unwaged vegans is near- 
ing its end. The trial 
started in 1994 and both 
sides have finally com¬ 
pleted their evidence. 
Closing speeches from 
both sides have been 
heard and the Judge is 
expected to give his de¬ 
cision early next year. 
Helen Steel and Dave 
Morris have been fighting 
McD's in court for six 
years after they were ac¬ 
cused of libel by handing 
out anti McDonalds leaf¬ 
lets on the street. 


McDonald's hired the top 
libel lawyer in the UK and 
obviously expected Helen 
and Dave to back down 
as they had no money. 
Since the trial began sup¬ 
porters of the McLibel 
two have organised pro¬ 
tests and raised funds to 
support the libel defence. 
The original 'libellous' leaf¬ 
let has been translated 
into twenty languages 
and millions of copies 
have been made all over 
the world. 

Whatever the result of 
the trial, Me Donald's has 
already lost and the eyes 
of the public. 


Christchurch activists 
organised an anti 
McDonald's protest on 
August 17th outside 
Sydenham McD's. About 
thirty people turned up 
and cooked up vegan 
burgers which they gave 
out to McCustomers be¬ 
fore they went in to buy 
their Big Macs. As a re¬ 
sult McD's lost a lot of 
customers. 

In Auckland on the 
Saturday after World Anti 
McDonald's day, things 
were a bit noisier. Ten ac¬ 
tivists burst into Queen St 
McDeaths with mega¬ 
phones and told the man¬ 
agement what they 
thought of their disgust¬ 
ing company. After a 
struggle they were evicted 
from the shop where they 
continued the protest 
from outside where a 
large crowd gathered to 
hear what they had to 
say.

Worldwide Resistance 


Fur war continues in 
North America 


On July 4th (US Inde¬ 
pendence Day) the ALF 
struck twice against the 
fur industry. In British 
Columbia 400 mink were 
freed from a Langley 
Farm and in Minnesota 
1000 mink were liberated 
On August 4th the 
New York Fur exchange 
was vandalised including 
smashed windows and 
extensive paint damage 
inside the building. On the 
9th, thousands of mink 
were freed from Carmel 
Mink Ranch in Massachu¬ 
setts and on the 12th, 
2500 were released from 
a mink farm in Ohio. Doz¬ 
ens of vandalism attacks 
on fur industry targets 
continue all over the US 
and Canada. 


On October 11th the 
ALF returned to the 
Carmel Mink Ranch to 
find that the farmer had 
installed infrared beam 
security alarms on the 
cages. They managed to 
free another 75 mink be¬ 
fore the farmer chased 
them off. 

On October 23, 
Masog Mink Ranch in 
Oregon was raided and 
2000 mink were released 
back into the wild. The 
next day over 1500 mink 
and 150 foxes were liber¬ 
ated during a raid on a 
ranch in Utah. 

This makes a total of 
21 known mink liberation 
raids in the last year in 
the North America alone.

Flames of 
freedom 

On August 31st the 
ALF visited a chicken fac¬ 
tory farm near Memphis, 
Tennessee. Incendiary 
devices were placed in 
four articulated trucks and 
in the loading dock area. 
Air conditioning units in 
the main warehouse were 
also sabotaged. 

In April the Utah ALF 
burnt out a factory and 
two egg trucks belonging 
to a Salt Lake City egg 
products company. 
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United States Anti McDonald's News 


October 16th was 
Anti-McDonald's day and 
in the United States more 
than 50 protests took 
place. In Santa Cruz five 
protesters were arrested 
including two who 
chained themselves to 
the roof of a McDeath's 
and unfurled a banner. 
One of the protesters suf¬ 
fered concussion after 
being beaten by a cop. 

In Minneapolis, Min¬ 


nesota, four activists 
from the Student Organi¬ 
sation for Animal Rights 
(SOAR) locked them¬ 
selves together on the 
roof of a McDeaths with 
a large banner. It took 
several hours and sixteen 
cops and firefighters to 
get them down. During the 
protest a helicopter hired 
by media to film the pro¬ 
test accidently hit a 
powerline and cut off 


power to the street, clos¬ 
ing down the McD's for 
several hours. 

In New York a McD's 
was vandalised early on 
October 16th by an ani¬ 
mal rights group calling it¬ 
self The Band Of Mercy, 
who also left a large ban¬ 
ner tied to the roof of the 
building that read 
"McDeath - killing ani¬ 
mals, the earth, and 
YOU!". 


Brief News 

In July the Australian 
ALF vandalised several 
circus billboards, a Hun¬ 
gry Jacks and a KFC all 
in Perth. 

Two Hunting lodges 
were destroyed in Bel¬ 
gium on June 30th by 
ALF 

In Umea, Sweden on 
June 5th an animal trans- 
porter truck was de¬ 
stroyed by arson and an 
incendiary device was 
found on a vivisectors 
doorstep. In June and 
July vandalism attacks 
hit more than fifteen ani¬ 
mal abuse shops and five 
cats were rescued from a 
vivisection lab, all in 
Umea. 

In April 12th German 
ALF activists targetted a 
fur farm in Zirtow, several 
buildings and vehicles 
were set on fire. In August 
a fur farm mear Koln was 
raided and 151 mink were 
liberated and later re¬ 
leased into the wild. The 
activists also destroyed 
over $100,000 of pelts 
that were due to be sold. 

Austrias first mink lib¬ 
eration action happened 
in June with incredibly 
good media coverage. 
Fifty mink were liberated, 
and some damage done. 
On 21st September the 
ALF firebombed an Aus¬ 
trian battery farm. The 
storing units of a chicken 
farm were burned down 
together with a large 
number of eggs. Addition¬ 
ally, the activists had tried 
to connect the petrol 
tanks of the three trans¬ 
port lorries parked at the 
place to the main fire, but 
this apparently failed. 













ANIMAL LIBERATION FRONT 

The Animal Liberation Front is made up of groups or individuals who take direct action against animal 
abuse. There are two main types of action. One is to liberate animals from places of abuse and take them to 
better homes, the other one is to cause damage to the property of animal abusers. The ALF does not harm 
either humans or animals. It is a non violent movement. Any vegetarian or vegan who carries out actions 
according to these guidelines has a right to regard themselves as part of the ALF. Please remember that ALF 
actions are illegal so if you are involved, don't tell anyone, especially not us. But please do send us a note 
detailing actions done in your area so we can publish the news. In the unlikely event that you are arrested for 
ALF actions, make no comment to the police and as soon as you are released, get in touch with your nearest 
animal rights group who will be able to help you with lawyers etc. For more information on ALF tactics, send us

Auckland: West End 
Road Fish shop windows 
smashed twice in July. 

Auckland: Several 
Ponsonby Road Butcher 
shops get windows 
smashed. 

Auckland: West 

Coast Road butcher shop 
gets windows broken 
three times in July. Now 
has a steel shutter pro¬ 
tecting them. 

Auckland: An un¬ 
known group delivers let¬ 
ters containing mouse¬ 
traps to four Auckland vivi- 
sectors (Bruce Baguley, 

Robert Faull, Peter 
Gluckman, Lois Armiger). 

Faull and Gluckman also 
get their cars covered in 
paintstripper. This attack 
seems to have been 
aimed at injuring vivisec- 
tors may be the first Jus¬ 
tice Department actions 
in this country.

Rod paint stained the bright yellow colours of 
the Cancer Society’s Daffodil Day today. 

Staff arrived at the society’s Riddiford St pre¬ 
mises in Newtown just after 6am to find paint 
splashed across the front door. ! 

Society divisional manager Roger Taylor said : 
that although police had not yet examined the 
vandalism, he suspected it was the work of ani¬ 
mal rights protesters. 

Last year, the same Wellington premises had 
door locks glued on Daffodil Day. 

“It makes us all a bit more determined to get 
out there and do our thing today,” said Mr Taylor. 

Animal rights groups have objected to cancer 
research, in particular experiments on rats and 
mice at the Wellington School of Medicine. 

Ben Griffiths of Wellington Animal Action said 
the experiments were “a total waste of money”. 

“Not only are they cruel, they also don’t tell us 
anything about human illness.” 

Mark Eden, from the same group, said it was' 
not connected to the paint vandalism. 

“Everything we do is within the law,” he said, 
“although we do understand the [vandals’] 
motives.” 

The group this week urged people not to do¬ 
nate to the cancer appeaL 

The Cancer Society’s national director Jeff 
Brown said the experiments were carried out 
when there was no alternative. 

Meanwhile, sellers braved the cold in the Wel¬ 
lington region today to sell daffodils to early 
morning commuters.

CANCER Society 
staff are on guard 
for Daffodil Day 
this Friday. 

For the past eight 
years their Epsom 
building has become 
the focus for graffiti 
attacks by animal 
activists around Daf¬ 


fodil Day, the soci¬ 
ety’s annual 

fundraising event. 

Last week the word 
“Murderer” was 
scrawled on the build¬ 
ing, despite the in¬ 
creased security. 

The society believes it 
is the work of animal 
activists because its 
cancer research scien¬ 
tists test on animals as 


required by the law, it 
says. 

In the past month, 
several doctors around 
the city received writ¬ 
ten threats warning 
them to stop killing ani¬ 
mals, say police investi¬ 
gating the matter. 

Detective Sergeant 
Artie McClelland says 
police will pay particu¬ 
lar attention to areas 
where threats were 
received. 


A woman living in a 
Mt Roskill house re¬ 
ceived an abusive letter 
for a cancer scientist 
who no longer lives 
there, Mr McClelland 
says. 

Xevin Cooney, 
spokesman for the Can¬ 
cer Society, believes 
tighter security will not 
stop the activists from 
vandalising ihe 
building. 

“We find this sort of 
thing pretty abhorrent, 
but there is not a lot you 
can do. 

“They just sit there 
just waiting for a lime 
to strike,” Mr Cooney 
says. 

Animal activists 
could not be contacted 
for comment.

Animal activists target scientist!

Dr Bruce Baguley 
returned to his Auck¬ 
land University office 
after collecting dona¬ 
tions on Daffodil Day 
to face four animal 
activists. 

They barricaded 
themselves inside his 
secretary’s office and 
chanted slogans. Dr 
Baguley says. 

The four were later 
arrested by police and 
charged with trespass. 

Mr Baguley says the 
incident put a black 
mark on what had 
been a positive day’s 
collecting for the Can¬ 
cer Society’s annual 
fundraiser. 

He believes animal 
activists have targeted 
him over the past cou¬ 
ple of years because of 
his work with the soci¬ 
ety, which involves 
scientific research 
tests on animals — 
something that is re¬ 
quired by law, he says. 

Last year grafitti

saying “Dr Death lives 
here’ r and “Baguley 
kills animals” was 
scrawled near a Mt 
Roskill property 
where he used to live. 

Late last month the 
new owner of the prop¬ 
erty discovered a 
hand-delivered note, 
with a mouse trap cov¬ 
ered in fake blood, in 


her letter box. 

Last week the word 
“Murderer” was 
scrawled on the Can¬ 
cer Society’s Epsom 
building. 

Mr Baguley says it 
is disturbing that the 
attacks are escalating. 
The Cancer Society 
has increased its 


security in response. 

Activists have tar¬ 
geted several other 
doctors and organisa¬ 
tions over the past few 
months. Police are 
paying close attention 
to the threats. 

“We are more 
aware that this type of 
protest action is taking 


place,, and people are 
on guard,” says Detec¬ 
tive Sergeant Artie 
McClelland. ,

Prisoner news 

In the first week of November we heard several activists 
had been jailed in the United States. Chicago activist 
Steve Hindi has been sentenced to six months prison for 
'hunter harassment'. Steve is part of the Chicago Animal 
Rights Coalition and is well known for his use of microlight 
aircraft in hunt sabotage. Later that day we heard that four 
young activists had been arrested in Utah and charged 
with arson of a brand new McDonald's. At this stage two 
nineteen year olds and two seventeen year olds are out on 
bail. We will have more details in a week or two so contact 
us if you want to be updated. 

In England Neil Hanson has been released after serving a 
three year sentence for bomb hoaxing a vivisector. Angie 
Hamp has been released also. Geoff Sheppard has been 
moved to the Isle of Wight. Barbara Trenholm and Justin 
Wright were found guilty of arsoning a pub used by live 
exporters. Melanie Arnold and Mike Green have been 
sentenced for the arson of a slaugherhouse in Gloucester. 
Darren Cole has been convicted for burning down an 
empty lairage (a holding unit for live export animals). 

Dominic Peaty has been released after serving time for 
wrecking property , vehicles and a house belonging to a 
badger killer. Dave Palmer is one of two people arrested 
and charged with attempted arson at a lairage. His co- 
defendent has been released on bail. 

Barry Horne was arrested in a shopping center in Bristol 
on July 25th. Police say over 50 officers had been follow¬ 
ing Barry for five weeks and jumped on him in a shopping 
center where they say he had planted two bombs and had 
four more strapped to his body. Barry has been impris¬ 
oned twice before for animal rights activities. He is been 
treated as a 'Category A' maximum security prisoner. 

Eric Van Der Laan has been sentenced to two and a half 
years and Frank Kocera got three years for their part in 
numerous arson attacks on the meat industry in Holland. 

Three women were imprisoned for 14 days in August after 
being arrested at a fur shop demo in Los Angeles. 

Three Swiss activists are on trial in Germany this month 
for causing criminal damage to a slaughterhouse. 


Jury agrees with direct 
action for peace! 

In the last issue we reported that four english peace 
activists had been charged with conspiracy to cause 
damage after they "disarmed" a Hawk jet that was to 
be delivered to the Indonesian air force. Well a few 
days after we published, we heard they had been 
acquitted by a Liverpool jury who found that their 
defence " we damaged the plane to prevent a greater 
crime, mass murder of people in East Timor" was a 
\ * alid o ne. ---
